To the geologist, caves are a source 
of the greatest interest, for many of 
the most important discoveries of fos- 
sil remains have been found in them, 
while reaching far into the crust of 
the,earth, ab is often. the case, they 


reveal to the trained eye of the min-|. 


eralogist secrets that might otherwise 
never have been discovered. 

Some caves are of wonderful beauty. 
Nothing is more interesting than a 
cave of stalacites and stalagmites, 
the two sometimes joined together 
thus forming stalacite columns on 
which the play of light is wonderful in 
the extreme. 

Moreover, considering the ages it 
hag taken to form these conical de- 
posits of carbonate and lime, one can 
readily believe that caves are, as they 
have been described the oldest treas- 
ure houses on earth. 

In different parts of the world are 
caverns which reveal such beauties 
that they are almost unearthly in their 
splendor. Great galleries lead to 
huge cathedral-like chambers, rising 
many feet to the roof, their crystal 
walis sending forth scintillations of 
light caused by the feeble rays of a 
single candle, which are beyond: des- 
cription, , ; 

These ‘nighty caves formed by great 
air bubbles when the earth was ‘n the 
throes of volcanic upheavals, are the 
most’ solitary places in the world. 
They haze 
been illumined by a ray of sunshine. 
Wind an‘ rain have not had their way 
with them, and they are, as_ they 
have been for many thousand years 
and will ro doubt remajp until the end. 


Baked Potato 

The most easily digested potato in 
the world is one that is perfectly 
bakeg. And nothing is. much more 
attractive than a clean skinned, per- 
fectly baked potato. It is good for 
children, and it is good fqr grown 
ups who like it so served with just 
salt and milk or sweet new cream. 
When more fat’ is needed we must 
use butter, the best butter. 

Some people handle their baked po- 
tatoes as they would handle eggs, tak- 
ing them one by one from an oven, 
with the docr but slightly open, pinch 
them to let out the hot steam, etc. 
One who was particular about her 
baked potsto once contributed the fol- 
lowing recipe: 

Baked potato—There are baked po- 
tatoes and baked potatoes. of 
course the quality of the potato is 


most important, for in no other way 


of preparing potatoes does the quality 
count for so much. First serub wi:h 
a small brush, kept for the purpdse, 
until perfectly clean. Blemishes may 
then be lightly scraped away and re- 
moved, but if the blemish be such 
as to require cutting, put aside the po- 
iato for use in other ways. Neither 
too large a potato nor too small a one 
ehould.b3s used. Large ones dry out 
too much in the baking. When the 
potatoes are ready put them into a 
hot oven and keep it so yntil they 
are fully baked, which should be in 
about three quarters of an hour. Be 
as particular about. your oven for 
baking _potatoes as you would be if 
you were baking cake. Just as you 
remove the potatoes from the oven 
atrike them, causing them to pop open. 
Put in a bit of butter and send to the 
table -immediately. 

Finest baked potatoes—-There is 
perhaps no doubt-but thet the finest 
baked potato in the world is baked 
ia hot ashes right next to a bed of 
ive coals. 

Baked Flake Potatoes.—Scrub and 
bake large size mealy potatoes. Re- 
move the end of each, scoop out the 
inside, mash, add butter until as light 
as snowflakes. Season with salt, 
pepper, and butter and return to the 
potato skins, kept hot in the oven.
